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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a game 
apparatus and an information storage medium wherein 
character information can be collected by utilizing a 
portable information storage device and a network game 
can be pleasantly played. 

SOLUTION: If a price is paid and a portable information 
storage device (PDA) 54 is inserted into a slot of a game 
apparatus, a character information selected randomly is 
written or a character information stored in the portable 
information storage device 54 is printed on a printing 
object 58. A character information which has not been 
stored yet is written in the portable information storage 
device. The character information is selected based on a 
combination of a plurality of pieces of character 
information stored or the individual information (play 
time information) of a player. By utilizing a writing 
processing time or a printing processing time, a player 
can play a secondary game. The character information 
written or printed is varied correspodingly to game 
results of the player. A business ganie apparatus is connected to a network and a portable 
information dievice is utilized to exchange information between a home game apparatus and the 
business game apparatus.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] A means to be game equipment for selling character information, and to receive 
payment of a price, When a price is paid, a write-in processing means to perform processing for 
writing character information in a pocket mold information storage device is included. Game 
equipment characterized by performing processing for said write-in processing means writing at 
least one character information sorted out at random [ under given conditions ] at random from 
two or more character information in a pocket mold information storage device. 
[Claim 2] Game equipment characterized by sorting out character information written in this 
pocket mold information storage device in claim 1 based on information already menriorized by 
pocket mold information storage device. 

[Claim 3] Game equipment characterized by sorting out character information so that character 
information which is not yet memorized may be written in a pocket mold information storage 
device in claim 2. 

[Claim 4] Game equipment characterized by character information being sorted out by pocket 
mold information storage device in claim 2 or 3 based on combination of two or more already 
memorized character information. 

[Claim 5] Game equipment characterized by sorting out character information in claim 2 thru/or 
either of 4 based on individual humanity news of a player. 

[Claim 6] It is game equipment characterized by said individual humanity news being the count 
information of a play on a player in claim 5. 

[Claim 7] the game equipment characterized by to carry out reading appearance and to include a 
printing processing means perform the processing for printing the character [ when the 
processing for reading a means are game equipment for printing character information, and 
receive payment of a price, and the character information currently written in a pocket mold 
information storage device when a price is paid performs ] inforniation by which reading 
appearance was carried out to a processing means to printed matter. 

[Claim 8] Game equipment characterized by including a means to perforni a game operation for 
making a player play a given game in claim 1 thru/or either of 7 using the write-in processing 
time of character information on a pocket mold information storage device, or the printing 
processing time of character information on printed matter. 

[Claim 9] Game equipment characterized by changing character information printed in claim 8 by 
character information or printed matter written in a pocket mold information storage device 
according to a game result of a player. 

[Claim 10] Game equipment with which said game equipment is connected to a netwoH^, and said 
pocket mold information storage device is characterized by being the information storage device 
which can exchange informational also between home video game equiprhent in claim 1 thru/or 
either of 9. 

[Claim 11] Business-use game equipment which is characterized by providing the following and 
which is installed in a game facility Means of communications for communicating information 
through a network A write-in processing means to perform processing for writing in information 
sent through a network to a pocket mold information storage device which can exchange 
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informational also between home video game equipment A means to perform a game operation 
for making a player play a given game using the write-in processing time to a pocket mold 
information storage device of information received through a network 

[Claim 12] Business-use game equipment which is characterized by providing the following and 
which is installed in a game facility Means of communications for communicating information 
through a network A write-in processing means to perform processing for writing in information 
sent through a network to a pocket mold information storage device which can exchange 
informational also between home video game equipment A sorting means to sort out information 
written in this pocket mold information storage device based on information already memorized 
by pocket mold information storage device 

[Claim 13] Information storage data medium used for equipment for reading of information being 
possible and selling character information by computer characterized by providing the following 
Information for receiving payment of a price Information for performing processing for writing 
character information in a pocket mold information storage device, when a price is paid 
Information for performing processing for writing at least one character information sorted out at 
random [ under given conditions ] at random from two or more character information in a pocket 
mold information storage device 

[Claim 14] Information-storage data mediuni characterized by to include the information for 
performing the processing for reading the information for being information-storage data medium 
used for equipment for reading of information being possible and printing character information 
by computer, and receiving payment of a price, and the character information which are written 
in a pocket mold information storage device when a price is paid, and the information for 
performing the processing for printing the character information by which reading appearance 
was carried out to printed matter. 

[Claim 15] It is information storage data medium which can read information by computer 
characterized by providing the following. Information for communicating information through a 
network Information for performing processing for writing in information sent through a network 
to a pocket mold information storage device which can exchange informational also not only 
between between business-use game equipment but between home video game equipment 
Information for performing a game operation for making a player play a given game using the 
write-in processing time to a pocket mold information storage device of information received 
through a network [Claim 16] It is information storage data medium which can read information 
by computer characterized by providing the following. Information for communicating information 
through a network Information for performing processing for writing in information sent through a 
network to a pocket mold information storage device which can exchange informational also not 
only between between business-use game equipment but between home video game equipment 
Information for sorting out information written in this pocket mold information storage device 
based on information already memorized by pocket mold information storage device

DETAILED DESCRIPTION • ' . . 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] This invention relates to game equipment and 
information storage data medium. 

[0002] . 
Background Art and Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] In recent years, the card (it is 
hereafter called a monster card) which printed the picture and capacity data of a monster has 
appeared on the market in the commercial scene. Since the versus fighting game of monsters 
can be enjoyed by friends according to this monster card, without choosing a location, popularity 
has been won focusing on the low age group. 

[0003] Now. the card of two or more number of sheets becomes one set, and this monster card 
is usually sold. Children will purchase the set of these monster cards at any time so that he may 
collect the monster cards which are not yet possessed. However, there is no means to get to 
know which child has which monster card in a maker side. Therefore, the monster card of the 
class of entire arbitration is made included in the set of these monster cards. For this reason, 
unless a player opens a package of that set, what kind of monster card cannot know whether 
close is in inside. Therefore, there was a problem of it having been serious collecting all monster 
cards and requiring much time amount and money. 

[0004] Moreover, in the business-use game equipment installed in a game facility, it has been a 
big technical problem how a player is called to a game facility. However, the improvement in the 
engine performance of home video game equipment is remarkable, and the engine performance of 
home video game equipment and business-use game equipment is almost equal especially in the 
field of image generation in recent years. For this reason, it is still more difficult to call a player 
to a game facility by making highly efficient [ of business-use game equipment ] into motivation. 
Therefore, in business-use game equipment, to have various selling points other than high 
performance for calling a player to a game facility is desired. 

[0005] Moreover, home video game equipment is connected in a network, and the attempt in 
which the game using networks, such as the Internet, will be spread is made in recent years. 
However, in order to connect home video game equipment to a network, while requiring an initial 
investment, since communication link costs are also high, there is a wall in connecting home 
video game equipment to a network. Therefore, the present condition is that the game using a 
network has not spread, so that it expected. 

[0006] This invention is made in view of the above technical problems, and the place made into 
the purpose is to offer the game equipment and information storage data medium which can 
realize collection of the character information using a pocket mold information storage device. 
[0007] Moreover, other purposes of this invention are to offer the game equipment and the 
information storage which can call many players to the game facility in which business-use game 
equipment is installed. 

[0008] Moreover, other purposes of this invention are to offer the game equipment and 
information storage data medium which can realize the comfortable game play of the game using 
a network. 
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[0009] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] A means for this invention to be game equipment for selling 
character information, and to receive payment of a price in order to solve the above-mentioned 
technical problem. When a price is paid, a write-in processing means to perform processing for 
writing character information in a pocket mold information storage device is included. Said write- 
in processing means is characterized by performing processing for writing at least one character 
information sorted out at random [ under given conditions ] at random from two or more 
character information in a pocket mold information storage device. 

[0010] According to this invention, if a player pays a price, character information sorted out at 
random [ under given conditions ] at random will be written in a pocket mold information storage 
deyice. Therefore, a player can obtain how to enjoy a game which is not obtained with the 
conventional game equipment of purchasing and collecting character information. Character 
information sorted out [ especially ] by random (or random under given conditions) by this 
invention is written in a pocket mold information storage device. Therefore, a hope of a player of 
character information which he is not yet collecting being written in can be raised. For this 
reason, interest of a game which cannot be obtained can be acquired with equipment which only 
sells data by selection of a player. 

[0011] Moreover, this invention is characterized by sorting out character information written in 
this pocket mold information storage device based on information already memorized by pocket 
mold information storage device. It becomes possible to write character information according to 
information already memorized by pocket mold information storage device in a pocket mold 
information storage device by doing in this way. Consequently, interest of a game which cannot 
be obtained can be acquired with the so-called monster card. 

[0012] Moreover, this invention is characterized by sorting out character information so that 
character information which is not yet memorized may be written in a pocket moid information 
storage device. By doing in this way, the situation only whose character information I do not 
want a player to already have possessed increases is cancelable. In addition, you may make it 
written in a pocket mold information storage device by given probability also about already 
possessed character information. 

[0013] Moreover, this invention is characterized by character information being sorted out by 
pocket mold information storage device based on combination of two or more already memorized 
character information. It becomes possible to raise whenever [ variety / of character inforniation 
written in a pocket mold information storage device ], and unexpected nature by doing in this 
way. 

[0014] Moreover, this invention is characterized by sorting out character information based on 
individual humanity news of a player. It becomes possible to write character information 
according to individual humanity news of a player in a pocket mold information storage device by 
doing in this way, and it becomes possible to give individuality to a pocket mold information 
storage device. 

[0015] Moreover, this invention is characterized by said individual humanity news being the count 
information of a play on a player. By doing in this way, it becomes possible to treat a player with 
many counts of a play favorably etc., and a continuation play of a player can be urged. 
[0016] moreover, this invention is characterized by to carry out reading appearance and to 
include a printing processing means perform the processing for printing the character [ when the 
processing for reading a means are game equipment for printing character information, and 
receive payment of a price, and character information currently written in a pocket mold 
information storage device when a price is paid performs ] information by which reading 
appearance was carried out to a processing means to printed matter.
